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Part 3(a): The applicant amended every independent claims by inserting/adding additional limitations as "the result of a floating point 
computation in a processor is determined based on the determination of which of the n intervals the sum of the two or more numbers 
resides". These limitations raise new issues that would require further consideration and search prior making final conclusion. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Based on the unamended claims, the applicant 
argued in pages 9-1 0 that the claims do disclose a concrete and tangible result as of providing fewer than n compress circuits. 
The examiner respectfully submits that the limitation "providing fewer than n compress circuits" would not sufficiently overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 since the claims as whole fail to provide direct practical application and further these claims as whole 
appear to preempt every practical application of ideal embodied algorithm of determining an interval which numbers belong to. 
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
